A series on New -uarapshire national bank notes in Fall 1973 through Fall 1974 issues 
of Konagon was ao..ompanied by photos of several of the large size N. H, national bank notes. 
The small size notes were mentioned at the end of the series but not illustrated. The 
small nationals were issued by 58 New Hampshire banks. To complete a set of one note from 
each of these banks is a real challenge although Issued only about 50 years ago. Below 
are shown one of the rarer Type 1 notes from the Coos County National Bank of Groveton 
which was liquidated in 1933, and one from Berlin City National Bank, Berlin, with the 
highest N. K, charter number. This bank succeeded the Benin National Bank and the City 
National Bank of Berlin in 1934 and issued only Type 2 notes with the extra brown charter 
numbers left of top serial number and right of bottom serial number.
